The White House announced the 
action was taken after the ques­ 
tion had been discussed at the 
regular Friday Cabinet meeting. 
"It is my wish that the federal 
government keep fully abreast of 
developments that affect small 
businesses," Eisenhower said. 
Eisenhower directed the new 
committee to make a "continu­ 
ing" study with a view to recom­ 
mending administrative and leg­ 
islative actions to “strengthen the 
economic position of small busi­ 
nesses and to foster their sound 
development." 
Democrats have charged that

cies. particularly in the tax and 
military buying fields, have fa­ 
vored big corporations to the det­ 
riment of small business firms.

Cause Irreparable Injury

He said they have "resulted in 
violations of our laws and tend 
in many instances to create a 
breach of the peace.” 
"We cannot stand idly by and 
raise no hand to stay these forces 
of confusion who are trying to

NAACP spokesmen declined to 
say immediately what action they 
would take, but Fred Gray.

Masterminded Deal 
Of Arms For Egypt; 
Tito Visits Moscow 


MOSCOW. June I GB—Dmitri T. 
Shepilov, credited with master­ 
minding the deal that sent Soviet 
bloc arms to Egypt, today re­ 
placed Vyacheslav M. Molotov as 
foreign minister of the Soviet Un­ 
ion. 
Shepilov at 50 is 16 years young­ 
er than Molotov, the durable old 
Bolshevik who first took over the 
Foreign Ministry from Maxim Lit- 
vinoff in 1939. 
Tonight’s announcement came 
as President Tito of Yugoslavia— 
once denounced by Molotov—trav­ 
eled across the Soviet Union to­ 
ward Moscow for an official v isit 
The announcement said simply: 
The Presidium of the Supreme 
Soviet has accepted the request 
of the first deputy chairman of 
the council of ministers. Vyaches­ 
lav M. Molotov, that he be re­ 
lieved of his duties as foreign min­ 
ister. Dmitri T. Shepilov has been 
appointed minister of foreign af­ 
fairs ’’ 
No Reason Given 
As usual in such cases, no rea­ 
son for the shift was given. 
The 
announcement 
indicated 
Molotov retained his job as deputy 
chairman, equivalent to vice pre­ 
mier. 
This 
strengthened 
belief 
that no factor of disgrace was in­ 
volved in his resignation. There 
have been no indications lately 
that he was in anything but the 
best of favor. 
Some reports had it he might 
take over from Marshal Klementi 
Y. Voroshilov as titular president 
of the country, in the job of chair­ 
man of the Presidium of the Su­ 
preme Soviet. 
Shepilov for many months had 
looked like the man most likely to 
succeed Molotov. 
He has been editor in chief since 
1952 of the official Communist or­ 
gan Pravda. For the last few 
months he also has been an alter­ 
nate member of the Presidium of 
the Communist Central Commit­ 
tee. the supreme power in this 
country. 
Accompanied Bulganin 
Shepilov accompanied Prem ier 
Nikolai Bulganin and Nikita S. 
Khrushchev, 
the

when they went to Belgrade last 
year to make peace with Tito. 
Later Shepilov turned up in Cairo 
as the guest of Premier Carnal 
Abdel Nasser, and talked for two 
hours with Nasser.

Molotov appeared affable and at 
ease yesterday when he with other 
Soviet leaders went to the British 
Embassy for the annual garden 
party celebrating the birthday of 
Queen Elizabeth II.

Baptist Church Again Gets 
Right To Govern Affairs 


KANSAS CITY, June I UB-The 
right of a Baptist church to deter­ 
mine its own affairs by congrega­ 
tional vote was reaffirmed today 
by the Southern Baptist Conven­ 
tion. 
At the same time, the conven­ 
tion refused to repudiate a North 
Carolina court ruling that a minor­ 
ity faction can control and man­ 
age a church property if the m a­ 
jority's action are contrary to the 
church’s established "faith, cus­ 
toms, usages and practices." 
The action, first by the SBC in 
28 years on the controversial local 
autonomy question, represented a 
half-victory for Dr. Jam es W. 
Bulman. East Spencer. N. C. He 
fought for three days to bring it 
to a vote and three times earlier 
this week was shouted down. 
"I am well pleased," Dr. Bul­ 
man said after the vote. 
His tight, which he said was 
waged on principle, stemmed from 
a Rocky Mount, N. C., church 
split. A majority of the congrega­ 
tion there voted to withdraw the 
church from its local, state and 
the Soumern associations. A Mi­ 
nority fought the withdrawal in 
the courts and won on the ground 
that the majority wanted to con­ 
vert the church property to uses 
IU founders did not intend. 


Bulman said he opposed the m a­ 
jority’s plan to withdraw from the 
associations, but saw in the court's 
finding a reversal of the historic 
Baptist practice of local autono­ 
my. Recalling that the church had 
set fourth iU recognition of tile 
autonomy principle in 1928, Bul­ 
man presented a resolution calling 
for reaffirmation of that declara­ 
tion and repudiation of the North 
Carolina court's finding. 
The i s s u e was regarded as 
having wide application because 
local autonomy is practiced gen­ 
erally in all denominations with a 
congregational form of govern­ 
ment. 
The convention voted down the 
Bulman admendment and then im­ 
mediately voted down a motion to 
shelve the issue forwarded 
by 
by David Miller. Autryville. N. C. 
The restatement of the 1928 local 
autonomy declaration was then 
adopted with only a scattered dis­

May Reverse Trend To "Giveaways" 


Satu rday Morning, Ju ne 2, 1956 
^Hydrogen Explosion 
Has Few Secrets 


Th e world migh t nev er h av e known th at Ru ssia 
was testing th ermonu clear fu sion dev ices—h y dro­ 
gen bombs or someth ing based on a similar p rin­ 
cip le—if oth er cou ntries did not h av e a monitoring 
serv ice. With detectors set u p to record th e p res­ 
ence of fission-fu sion p rodu cts in th e atmosp h ere, 
th ere can be no secrecy abou t th e fact of a nu clear 
ex p losion wh ich takes p lace any wh ere in th e world. 
Bu t many of th e details—th e ex act p lace, th e 
ex act time, th e ex act natu re of th e dev ice, its size, 
and a th ou sand oth ers—can be kep t secret to some 
degree. Ru ssia, ch aracteristically , h as su p p ressed 
not only th e su p er-.'secret details wh ich no nation 
will release, bu t all oth er p ossible information. 
Th e United States inv ites selected rep orters 
and foreign observ ers to its tests, and lets th e 
world know as mu ch as p ossible abou t th em. 
So th e world knows th at a h y drogen bomb was 
ex p loded at a h eigh t of abou t th ree miles abov e 
Bikini atoll in th e mid-Pacific. It was released from 
a B-52 bomber at a h eigh t of 10 miles or more. 
And it created p erh ap s th e second migh tiest man- 
^ 
made ex p losion th at ev er took p lace on earth , with 
a p ower equ iv alent to th at of some 10 million tons 
of TNT, and th e brigh tness of 500 su ns. 
Th ere are indications th at th is was th e first 
tru e h y drogen bomb ev er set off. Only p rev iou s 
“h y drogen-bomb” test by th e U. S. took p lace in 
th e Pacific more th an two y ears ago — March 1, 
19 54. Th is h as been described — on th e basis of 
scientific dedu ctions in th e absence of sp ecific in­ 
formation from th e gov ernment — as a h y drogen 
bomb with a jacket of relativ ely inex p ensiv e 
u raniu m 238 . Su ch a bomb wou ld deriv e most of 
its ex p losiv e p ower from nu clear fission. It was, 
so to sp eak, more an atomic th an a h y drogen bomb. 
Th e latest one is believ ed to h av e been entirely 
a h y drogen bomb — ex cep t for th e small atomic 
or fission bomb needed to trigger a fu sion reaction. 
Th e amazing fact seems to be th at th is bomb 
p robably weigh ed less th an h alf a ton. Th is means 
th at less th an one-th ou sandth of an ou nce of th e 
material in it—a sp eck no bigger th an a grain of 
sand! — ex p lodes with as mu ch force as a ton of 
TNT. H th at is so, bombers can carry h y drogen 
bombs th at are mu ch larger.

The Refugees 


Th e Immigration Serv ice h as been tou gh on refu gees 
and if th ey blame th e State Dep artment for lay ing down 
j j t h e law, wh o m th at sp rawling, incoh erent dep artment is 
resp onsible? 
After all, th ere h as been no misu nderstanding as to 
h ow th e refu gees from th e iron cu rtau i cou ntries came 
to be in th e United States. Th ey were esp ecially adm it­ 
ted as defectors from Marx ism. Th ey were often h elp ed 
to escap e and to reacji th is cou ntry by American gov ern­ 
mental agencies. Th ey h av e been screened and ex amined, 
borne of th em h av e b ^ n of some p articu lar serv ice to th e 
United States. 
Nev erth eless. Sov iet Ru ssia, Red Ro­ 
mania, Red Poland, Red Hu ngary , are condu cting cam ­ 
p aigns for rep atriation by blackmail and coercion and 
ev en wh at amou nts to kidnap p ing and in th e case of th e 
kidnap p ed Ru ssian seamen, th e Immigration au th orities 
at Idlewild assisted th e kidnap p ers. General Alex ander 
Barmine, formerly of th e Red army , h imself a refu gee 
in th is cou ntry wh ose serv ices to th e United States sh ou ld 
not be u nderestimated, told th e Senate Internal Secu rity 
Su bcommittee; 


. I p ersonally came in contact with many 
•aset identical to th e cases y ou are going to h ear 
of th e p eop le liv ing u nder false p ap ers and identities, 
liv ing in fear and terror of being deu ou nced and 
ex ecoted.” 


Hav e we a righ t to send men to th eir death s after 
th ey were granted sanctu ary ? 
Natu rally , th ey h ad to 
adop t false names to escap e. Many of th ese men h ad 
been p risoners of war in Germany . Ou t of abou t 4,500,000, 
according to Barmine, abou t 3,000,000 were allowed to 
die from starv ation aitd disease. Oth ers were forcibly 
made slav e laborers. Barmine said: 
. Th ey were warned, too, sometimes by th e 
Sov iet rep atriation officers, if th ey go back th ey don't 
ex p ect to join th eir families, and also th ey wou ld be 
sent to far p arts of Ru ssia for forced labor.” 
Th ose wh o managed to find sanctu ary in th e United 
States often ch anged th eir names in th e h op e th at th e 
Ru ssians wou ld not be able to get at th em. 
Many of 
th ese men are m arried and are th e p arents of nativ e 
American ch ildren. Barmine said: 


. I met h u ndreds of th em wh o are liv ing 
in fear and agony , wh o are afraid of loss of citizen­ 
sh ip , wh o are afraid to u se th eir ability and knowl­ 
edge and th eir talent and wh at th ey know, becau se 
th ey th ink th ey will be dep orted and ex ecu ted.” 


Th e Immigration officials h av e a law to gu ide th em 
wh ich is v ery h ard on th ose wh o enter th is cou ntry 
u nder false nam es or wh o p rov ide ou r gov ernment with 
oth er false information. Realistically , th ese p eop le mu st 
u se false names in self-defense. Th ey know h ow Walter 
Kriv itsky was mu rdered in Wash ington; th ey h av e seen 
Ru ssians kidnap p ed righ t h ere in th is cou ntry ; th ey 
know th at Ju liet Poy ntz, an American Commu nist, was 
kidnap p ed on 57th Street in New York, righ t in th e h eart 
of th e city , was p u t on a Ru ssian sh ip and was nev er 
h eard from again. Th ey know h ow Leon Trotzky was 
m u rdered in Mex ico. So th ey do not p u t u p neon signs 
annou ncing th eir p resence.

^Hydrogen Explosion 
Has Few Secrets 


The world might never have known that Russia 
was testing thermonuclear fusion devices—hydro­ 
gen bombs or something based on a similar prin­ 
ciple—if other countries did not have a monitoring 
service. With detectors set up to record the pres­ 
ence of fission-fusion products in the atmosphere, 
there can be no secrecy about the fact of a nuclear 
explosion which takes place anywhere in the world. 
But many of the details—the exact place, the 
exact time, the exact nature of the device, its size, 
and a thousand others—can be kept secret to some 
degree. Russia, characteristically, has suppressed 
not only the super-secret details which no nation 
will release, but all other possible information. 
The United States invites selected reporters 
and foreign observers to its tests, and lets the 
world know as much as possible about them. 
So the world knows that a hydrogen bomb was 
exploded at a height of about three miles above 
Bikini atoll in the mid-Pacific. It was released from 
a B-52 bomber at a height of IO miles or more. 
And it created perhaps the second mightiest man* 
k 
made explosion that ever took place on earth, with 
a power equivalent to that of some IO million tons 
of TNT, and the brightness of 500 suns. 
There are indications that this was the first 
true hydrogen bomb ever set off. Only previous 
“hydrogen-bomb” test by the U. S. took place in 
the Pacific more than two years ago — March I. 
1954. This has been described — on the basis of 
scientific deductions in the absence of specific in­ 
formation from the government — as a hydrogen 
bomb with a jacket of relatively inexpensive 
uranium 238. Such a bomb would derive most of 
its explosive power from nuclear fission. It was, 
so to speak, more an atomic than a hydrogen bomb. 
The latest one is believed to have been entirely 
a hydrogen bomb — except for the small atomic 
or fission bomb needed to trigger a fusion reaction. 
The amazing fact seems to be that this bomb 
probably weighed less than half a ton. This means 
that less than one-thousandth of an ounce of the 
material in it—a speck no bigger than a grain of 
sand! — explodes with as much force as a ton of 
TNT. lf that is so. bombers can carry hydrogen 
bombs that are much larger.

The Refugees 


The Immigration Service has been tough on refugees 
and if they blame the State Department for laying down 
(the law. who in that sprawling, incoherent department is 
responsible ? 
After all. there has been no misunderstanding as to 
how the refugees from the iron curtain countries cam e 
to be in the United States. They were especially adm it­ 
ted as defectors from Marxism. They were often helped 
to escape and to reacj) this country by American govern­ 
mental agencies. They have been screened and examined, 
home of them have been of some particular service to the 
United States. 
Nevertheless. Soviet Russia, Red Ro­ 
mania, Red Poland. Red Hungary, are conducting cam ­ 
paigns for repatriation by blackmail and coercion and 
even what amounts to kidnapping and in the case of the 
kidnapped Russian seamen, the Immigration authorities 
at ldlewild assisted the kidnappers. General Alexander 
Barmine, formerly of the Red army, himself a refugee 
in this country whose services to the United States should 
not be underestimated, told the Senate Internal Security 
Subcommittee; 


M. . . I personally fam e in contact with many 
••sen identical to Ute cases you are going to hear 
el the people living under false papers and identities, 
Nvlng ta fear and terror of being denounced and 
e x c r e t e d .' 


Have we a right to send men to their deaths after 
they were granted sanctuary? 
Naturally, they had to 
adopt false names to escape. Many of these men had 
been prisoners of war in Germany. Out of about 4.500,000, 
according to Barmine. about 3 000.000 were allowed to 
die from starvation add disease. 
Others were forcibly 
made slave laborers. Barmine said; 
**. . . They were warned, too, sometimes by the 
Soviet repatriation officers, if they go back they don't 
expect to join their families, and also they would be 
sent to far parts of Russia for forced labor ” 
Those who managed to find sanctuary in the United 
States often changed their names in the hope that the 
Russians would not be able to get at them. 
Many of 
these men are married and are the parents of native 
American children. Barmine said: 


M. • . I met hundreds of them who are living 
In fear and agony, who arc afraid of loss of citizen­ 
ship, who are afraid to use their ability and knowl­ 
edge and their talent and what they know, because 
they think they will be deported and executed.** 


The Immigration officials have a law to guide them 
which is very hard on those who enter this country 
under false names or who provide our government with 
other false information. Realistically, these people must 
use false names in self-defense. They know how Walter 
Krivitsky was murdered in Washington; they have seen 
Russians kidnapped right here in this country; they 
know that Juliet Poyntz, an American Communist, was 
kidnapped on 57th Street in New York, right in the heart 
of the city, was put on a Russian ship and was never 
heard from again. They know how Leon Trotzky was 
murdered in Mexico. So they do not put up neon signs 
announcing their presence. 


Sergei Szeiko came into this country assisted by 
American military friends in Germany, who, he says, 
helped him to prepare his papers which declare that 
he was born in Poland when actually he was born 
in Rui*!a. 
When his wife applied for American 
s citizenship, the Immigration authorities went after 
Szeiko, told him that they had known all about his 
Incorrect papers and demanded a $2,500 bond which 
was raised by an American army officer who knew 
him. Szeiko swore that 
. . He earns $70 a week. 
He has to pay lawyers $1,500 in this case. He bor­ 
rowed the money from three banks which he has to 
repay. The family of his wife is helping him, and 
that is saving him from complete disaster.” 


There are many hardship cases of this kind—cases 
Involving refugees who were given sanctuary here, who 
changed their names and other identifying data on 
advice, and who now find themselves in conflict with our 
Immigration authorities. 
To deport these people to 
Russia would be to send them either to slave labor camps 
cr to death. There ought to be a policy ar.d a procedure 
if we are not to have a world-wide reputation that when 
we afford a man or a family a sanctuary, it is violated 
by some department of the government. Surely, such a 
humane m atter ought not to be left to routine officials 
et the Immigration Service.

Broad Issues Important Politically To Electorate 


WASHINGTON - Peace 
a n d 
prosperity and the broad issues of 
a relatively contented electorate 
are more important politically to­ 
day than the narrower interests of 
groups such as labor union parti­ 
sans. 
This is the plain meaning of the 
latest survey conducted by the 
American Institute of Public Opin­ 
ion under the direction of Dr. 
George Gallup. 
It shows that for 
the first time in 20 years the ma­ 
jority of the labor union members 
responding to the survey now favor 
the election of a Republican rather 
than a Democratic nominee for the 
presidency. 
After the 1036 election the Gallup 
survey found that only 20 per cent 
of the labor union men voted Re­ 
publican and in 1940 and 1944 it 
was still only 28 per cent and m 
1948 it slipped back to 28 per cent. 
In 1952 it went up to 39 per cent 
and today the Republican nominee 
gets 54 per cent. 
Phenomenal Upturn 
This is a phenomenal jump up­ 
ward for the Republicans and com­ 
pletely reverses the 1952 survey 
figure when Stevenson got 61 per 
cent of the labor vote. 
Today 
Stevenson shows 42 per cent and 
there are 4 per cent who are un­ 
decided. 
What has happened in the la*t 
foqr years evidently is a steady 
swing toward the Republican nom­ 
inee and his party by the labor 
voters not because they are less 
interested in trade union issues 
but because they are influenced 
more by broader questions such 
as economic contentment and in­ 
ternational peace or, as in 1952, 
in making their protest against 
bungling of the Korean War and

Burgess investigated 
the house and discovered a series 
of pigeon nests under the eaves 
near the bedroom window. 
The 
mites, as the name implies, were 
tiny enough to pass through the 
screen into the room. 
The problem was solved easily. 
A roofing company screened off 
the roosting places and the room 
was sprayed with an appropriate 
insecticide.

So Seaton, in turn, blocked Davis. 
In fact, he had been pulling wires 
backstage for a month to keep the 
reactionary Davis from becoming 
secretary of the interior. Seaton's 
motive in this was not to get the 
job for himself. He had no idea 
that lightning would strike him. 
But in the end that is exactly what 
happened. 
Tidelands Oil 
When Seaton served in the Senate 
to fill out the unexpired term of the 
late Kenneth Wherry, it became 
known that he was not going to 
vote with the Gulf states and vari­ 
ous Republican senators to give 
tidelands oil to Texas, Louisiana 
and California. 
This caused dismay and indigna­ 
tion among gas-oil lobbyists. It 
was in the closing days of the Tru­ 
man administratis:*., and Senate 
noses were being counted to over­ 
ride his expected veto. So Gover­ 


nor Shivers of Texas called on Gov. 
Val Peterson of Nebraska, who had 
appointed Seaton to the Senate, 
urged that Seaton be persuaded to 
vote for tidelands oil. 
“ I have no control over the sen­ 
ator's 
vote.” 
Peterson 
replied, 
thereby winning the undying op­ 
position of gas-oil senators to his 
own appointment to the Interior 
Department later. 
Seaton was in Germany where 
he and his wife were adopting two 
children when the tidelands oil de­ 
bate started early in 1952. But he 
rushed back in time to be recorded 
against the bill. 
Small-Town Publisher 
Seaton is a Midwest, small-town 
newspaper publisher who under­ 
stands people as well as politics. 
Through his friend, Sen. 
Frank 
Carlson, he got to know candidate 
Eisenhower during the 1952 cam ­ 
paign and became one of his close 
advisers. 
He was also one of his liberal 
advisers: joined the group on the 
Eisenhower campaign train which 
wanted to throw Nixon off the Re­ 
publican ticket when his $18,800 
personal 
expense 
fund 
was re­ 
vealed. 
Seaton did his best to persuade 
Sen Wayne Morse of Oregon not 
to bolt the Republican party, help­ 
ed persuade the sometimes nervous 
Eisenhower that the press would 
not bite him. after election was 
appointed assistant 
secretary of 
defense to hold the wobbly public- 
relations hand of Charlie Wilson. 
In that job. and later as a mem­ 
ber of the White House staff, he 
has handled tough and touchy poli­ 
tical problems. He urged the firing 
of GOP National Chairman Wes 
Roberts when Roberts was revealed 
as a Kansas lobbyist. He was dele­ 
gated to fire Ed Mansure as boss 
of the General Services Admin­ 
istration. was also delegated to 
smooth out the farm snafu, and 
went to Des Moines to persuade 
five Midwest Republican governors 
not to censure the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration on farm policies. 
Seaton's policies as secretary of 
the interior should be almost di­ 
rectly opposite to those of gener­ 
ous Doug McKay.

Now let’s apply the Rule to 
the hand and see how South 
takes advantage of it. First we 
assume that if West held K-Q-J-7 
he would not open the fourth 
b est, b ut would lead the king.

card is either the K, Q or J. If 
this is so, it is b est to go up with 
the ace of club s b ecause the de­ 
fense is b ound to get tangled up 
with their high cards if West has 
a five card suit. If West has only 
a four card suit, nothing will de­ 
feat us. The defense is wrecked 
if the ace of club s is played on 
the first trick. The play acts a« 
a roadb lock. At most, the de­ 
fense wins a spade and two club s.
